After co nsiderable de­ 
liberatio n the two co mmittees in jo int 
sessio n decided that it wa s no t a 
fea sible plan to o riginate a perma­ 
nent fa cto ry fund at this time, in v iew 
o f the fa ct that they had a fa cto ry , 
which they believ ed they can lo ca te. 
It was decided to reco mmend the ap­ 
po intment o f o ne member o f the a s­ 
so ciatio n to go with the a sso ciatio n 
atto rney a s so o n a s po ssible to lo o k 
into the co nditio ns o f the fa cto ry and 
o btain a few weeks’ o ptio n, if po s­ 
sible and in that time 
raise 
the 
mo ney . 
The repo rt o f the co mmittee was 
accepted by the a sso ciatio n. 
H. G. 
Hackman mo v ed the chair appo int 
the member o f the asso cia tio n a s a 
member o f the inv estigatio n co mmit­ 
tee and it was seco nded. 
President 
Co x appo inted Earl II. Pay ne, presi­ 
dent o f the Peo ples Natio nal bank, to 
a ct in co njunctio n with the a sso cia ­ 
tio n atto rney , Will C. McCo lgin, in in­ 
v estiga ting the co nditio ns o f the fa c­ 
to ry . 
Mr. Pay ne w a s present and 
said that he co uld go with the atto r­ 
ney in a few day s to the city where 
the fa cto ry is lo cated. 
Acco rding to the repo rt o f the two 
co mmittees, the fa cto ry under co n­ 
sideratio n is a gem and can be o b­ 
tained 
fo r abo ut 
o ne-fo urth 
the 
amo unt o f mo ney which any smaller 
co ncern has ev er asked to be lo cated 
here. 
They ask fo r a site which, a c­ 
co rding to the 
repo rt, 
wo uld no t 
amo unt to much, 
co nsidering 
the 
number o f men which the co ncern em­ 
plo y s. 
President Co x . who was pres­ 
ent at the co mmittee meeting, said 
that the fa cto ry emplo y ed between 
o ne hundred and two hundred men. 
Much enthusiasm was ev inced o v er 
the pro bable lo catio n o f a facto ry . 
The co mmittee will attempt to go to 
the city where the fa cto ry is lo cated 
within the nex t few day s and pro ba­ 
bly will be able to make a repo rt o n 
their finding at the regular meeting 
nex t Thursday ev ening. 
If the fa c­ 
to ry is what it has been represented 
to be. it is highly pro bable that the 
co mmittee o f two men will clo se the 
deal while there and o btain an o ptio n 
in which to raise the mo ney to get the 
site. 
It is represented to be a v ery 
small amo unt o f mo ney asked fo r 
the fa cto ry , when its adv antages are 
co nsidered.

the denominattions represented in the 
complications of this subject in Part 
I of a special report on the Census 
of Religious Bodies for 19 06, which 
now in press preparatory to its 
submission by United Sta tes Census 
Director Durand to Secretary Nagel 
of the Department of Commerce and 
Labor. 
The report was compiled un­ 
der the superv ision of Mr. William C. 
Hunt, chief sta tisticia n of population 
in the Census Bureau, and the sta tis­ 
tics were collected partly by corres­ 
pondence 
and 
partly 
by 
special 
agents. 
It is pointed out in the introduc­ 
tion that this is the first time an a t­ 
tempt has been made in a 
United 
Sta tes census to secure official sta ­ 
tistics concerning salaries 
paid 
to 
ministers. 
It is stated that the re­ 
sults of the census are not entirely 
sa tisfa ctory on account of the failure 
of some ministers to report their sa l­ 
ary and of others to report with suf­ 
ficient clearness. 
Of the grand total 
of 18 6 denominations in 
continental 
United Sta tes, the report sta tes that 
L"> hav e no regular ministry and 09 
either pay no stated salaries or made 
returns which were 
not 
sufficiently 
complete to warrant tabulation. 
Of the 201,351 organizations com­ 
posing the 102 remaining denomina­ 
tions, there were 164,229 , or 8 1.6 per 
cent, which made returns to the cen­ 
sus inquiry , and the report sta tes 
there is reason to believ e that these 
are substantially complete and a c­ 
curate, and it is thought that they 
embrace a sufficient number of orga ­ 
nizations of the respectiv e denomina­ 
tions to be fa irly representativ e of 
conditions as to the av erage salaries 
paid to ministers. 
The figures in the 
tables are for 
continental 
United 
Sta tes, for each of the four princi­ 
pal cla sses of citi? s—that is, those 
hav ing a population in 19 00 <of 25.000 
to 50,000, of 50,000 to 100.000, of 
100,000 to 300,000 and ov er, and for 
the area of them.

Christ, Scientist, is said to be due to 
the fa ct that most of those who serv e 
as ministers, or readers, are persons

churches. 
In the case of the Sa lv a ­ 
tion Army and

Volunteers 
of 
America the allowance made for the 
officers serv ing at the v arious posts 
is usually based upon their probable 
ex penses, and is practically limited 
to these ex penses. 
The av erage salary shown for the 
large cities is considerably higher a s 
a rule than the general av erage for 
the denomination, while for the area 
outside of the principal cities it is 
usually somewhat

In the Southern Ba ptist 
Conv en­ 
tion, the av erage sa la ry ranges from 
$1,79 3 for cities o f the first cla ss to 
$1,358 fcr those of the fourth cla ss, 
and 
among the 
Congregationalists 
from $1,9 38 for cities 
of

those 
of

fourth cla ss, but in the ea se of both 
these denominations the av erage for 
cities of the third cla ss is a little 
larger than for those of the second 
cla ss. 


Among the Lutheran bodies there 
is considerable difference;

The lower av erage salary shown by 
some denominations for 
a 
higher 
cla ss of cities than for a lower is in 
most ca ses due to the ex istence in the 
higher cla ss of cities of an unusually 
large number of 
weak 
or 
mission 
churches. 
For ex ample, in the case 
of the Southern Baptist Conv ention, 
which shows an av erage sa lary per 
minister of $1,5 05 for cities of the 
third cla ss and only $1,49 0 for cities 
of the second cla ss, the churches in 
the third cla ss hav e an av erage mem­ 
bership of 472. and in the seeond 
cla ss of only 362. indicating that the 
churches in the third cla ss are also 
financially stronger on the av erage 
than those in the second class. 


in the Protestant Episcopal Church 
the av erage is from $1.8 73 in cities of 
the first cla ss to $1,517 in those of 
the fourth, there being but little dif­ 
ference in the figures for the seeond, 
third, and fourth cla sses of cities. 


in the ease of the Roman Catholic 
Church, the figures show but 
little

co between the general av er­ 
age and that for the v arious cla sses 
of cities or for the area outside of the 
principal cities, the reason being that 
in this denomination the salaries are 
fix ed for the dioees, being in general 
the same for the rural districts as 
for the large cities. 


Of the 24 ministers reported by the 
four organizattions of the Christian 
Catholic Church in Zion, for the area 
outside the principal cities, 21 are re­ 
ported a t Zion City , and are probably 
connected with the headquarters of 
the denomination at that place.

Mysterious Death of Form er Head of 
Carnegie T ru s t Company Discloses 
Secret of a Scranton Chemist Who 
Says Fo rm er Banker W as W atching 
Him Transm ute Base Metals When 
He W as Overcome by Fumes o f the 


Deadly Gases Created in Operation. 


Scranto n, Pa., May 26.—The secret 
o f the my sterio u s chemical ex periment 
which resu lted in the death o f C. C. 
Dickinso n, fo rmer president o f the 
Carnegie Tru st co mpany o f New Yo rk, 
in a ho spital Tu esday has been rev eal­ 
ed by Dr. F. W. Lange, lo cal chemist 
and phy sician, who claims that he has 
disco v ered the lo ng-so u ght-fo r secret 
o r pro cess o f transmu ting base metals 
into go ld and silv er. 
It was in Dr. 
Lange’s labo rato ry here that Mr. Dick­ 
inso n was o v erco me by the acid fu mes 
which later resu lted in his death. Dr. 
Lange say s that Mr. Dickinso n, when 
he saw befo re him base metals being 
transmu ted into silv er, became o v er- 
enthu siastic at the su ccess o f the ex ­ 
periment, and, leav ing the seat he had 
been instru cted to sit in, stepped clo se 
to a fu rnace heated to 4,000 degrees 
and inhaled the deadly gases. 
Mr. Dickinso n was abo u t to back Dr. 
Lange’s disco v ery with all his re­ 
so u rces when he died. Du ring the cap­ 
italist’s illness Dr. Lange, in acco rd­ 
ance with an agreement with Mr. Dick­ 
inso n, refu sed to speak o f the ex peri- 
I ment. Later, ho wev er, in a statement 
he said: 
“Fo u r y ears ago while ex periment­ 
ing with a pro cess fo r the redu ctio n o f 
the co st o f making silv er chlo rides 
which are u sed in dry cell electric bat­ 
teries, I ran acro ss a wo nderfu l secret 
—a secret that has been so u ght fo r 
ages and which will rev o lu tio nise the 
electrical indu stry and pho to graphing 
pro cesses and is so far-reaching in its 
effect that it will rev o lu tio nize the 
wo rld. 
I disco v ered the means o f in­ 
creasing an ato m o f pu re silv er to 100 
times its size and weight and o f equ al 
if no t greater fineness. 
“Fo r fo u r y ears I hav e carried the 
secret," said Dr. Lange. 
"It was so 
great and so wo nderfu l that I did net 
dare believ e it my self. 
I hav e spent 
tho u sands o f do llars in equ ipping my 
labo rato ry . 
I hav e taken base metals 
o f fo u r different kinds and su ccessfu lly 
transmu ted them in pro po rtio ns o f o ne 
part o f silv er and 9 9 parts o f base 
metal into silv er o f the u tmo st pu rity .’ 
Dr. Lange in his statement discu sses 
the fear he had felt that perhaps he 
was misgu ided by o v erenthu siasm fo r 
his pro cess o f transmu tatio n. Finally , 
a y ear ago , he decided to send so me o f 
the 
manu factu red 
silv er to 
ex pert 
chemical analy sists in the big centers 
fo r analy sis and tests. 
“I sent it to New Yo rk, Philadelphia 
Bo sto n and Chicago ,” he said, “ami 
in ev ery case receiv ed the repo rt o f 
the assay ists that the su bstance as­ 
say ed as tru e silv er. 
I sent it to an­ 
aly sists and assay ists o f the big silv er 
dealing ho u ses o f the co u ntry , and 
fro m them came the assay that the 
su bstance sto o d ev ery test fo r silv er 
and sho wed traces well defined in each 
instance, o f go ld.
